which You may drink pure: and'it is re- 
markable that there are but few places in 
Ttaly where Water. may be Drunk ſafe. 
ly, and becauſe one may be miſtaken in 
the choiſe, the beſt remedy is to Drink 
none at all. There ate greatvariety of fruits 
according to theSeatons of the year,l ſhaſ 
only deſire you to be cautious, and not 
- tocat too much or tao often of any, bug 
efpecialy, of Melons, Cucumbers, and the 
Malenzane, or mala inſana, which area 
Kind of Solanum Pomiferum. There are 
good ſtore and Many Kinds of Fiſhes, 
eſpecialy Sea Fiſh, whereof the beſt are, 
Sols, il Piſce C apone &e. The Tuning is 
2 great Fiſh as big as our Salmond, and 
Red like it, but harder and dryer a great 
deale, the bellie of it is verte fatt and they; 
uſe ro Salt and (ell it in the Taverns, _ he- 
ing ſliced in (mall peeces upon aTrenchers, 
Freſh Sturgesr 1s very common 3 Lob/ters 
are much harder and worſe to dilſzeft 
than, 
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than- ours: as for fleſhes, Byfels is only 
eaten by the Poorer ſort of people 3 Beif 
which they call Yacina is good; YVitel/a 
#ampo rectia, , or Bucrcn 15 gecd, but 
above al! the Vitel/a wengane or ſucking 
Veal. Lamb is wcrth nothing,not Mutton 
either, which they . call Caſtrets, and 
ſerves. only to make Broath for Sick Peo- 
ple; Kids are good. In the Winter-tune 
there is is abundanceof Saxeliers or wild 
Boars, a*a'ſo Porcepirs. The Snow 1n that 
feaſon, driving them from the Hills to the 
Valleys, where they are Killed by the 
Hunters. There is likeways great Varic- 
ty of Fowl, There 1s none ſo common as 
Quailes, at two ſealons of the year, that 
is, the Spring when they come into 1taly, 
and the latter end of Autumn, at which 
time they are much fatter 'and better 
when they go from it. It 15 laid that they 
draiv' together to the Coaſt ſide, and 
there wait for the reſt of their number 
2 whole Moneth, ard then at laſt, their 
Caravan being complete, they flee away 
nearer the Sunn in a great cloud. The

together with the Popes ordinaryGuards. 
2. The Churches. 3. The Palaces ; eſpe- 
cially thoſe of the Vatican, together with 
theBibliotheck andGardens of Belvidere, 
18 which amongſt other things takex a*+ 
ticular notice of the ſtatue of Lye ao#x with 
the Serpents wreathed about him4 There 
1s an other Garden alſo belonging to the 
Vatican, in which there are many exo- 
tickPlavs:it was planted by thePopes or- 
der, by Tobias Aldinus and is Keept ſtill 
in reaſonable good order; amongſt other 
things you will find the Cameripſes, or 
CamedaTylus, of the bigneſs of a Low 
Tree and carrying Fruit ; there is Jike- 
wiſe a Grotta or water work ,and ver 

fine Fountains of water, about. whic 

grows plentifully the Capil/us veneris 
Major or Ramoſus. and Arum /Egypti-. 
#12. Mathioli, froe Colocasia, which 15 a-, 
plant carying no ſtalk, flowr nor fruit. 
in Italy (T know not what. it does 1n its 
native Soyle ,) but only-braad Leaves , 
very large'and round. This" 
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 ThePalace of Farneſe; andin it that 
Gallery whereof the Painting in Freſcs 
by Anibal/ Caraccio 18 {o famous, and 
the Tawro which is kept in alittle Houſe 
a part,in-the back courtof the Palace. It 
is the nobleſt piece of Art extant inRowe 
altho it be very antient, as being oneof 
thoſe named by Pliny, to have been in 
his time in Foro Trajeri; yetit is not 
only intire, but as beautifallas if ithaq 
never been moved out of the place it 
ſtandsin now. | | 
The Palace of Principe Pamphilis:; 

it ftandsin the Piazza Navene, where 
you may take notice of- that Glorious 
Fountain made by Cavelier Berainz, 
whereupon the top of a little artificial 
Rock, are placed, four great delicate 
Marble Statues, repreſenting. the toure 
great Rivers of the World; and each of 
them pouring out ofa Vale placed under 
one Arme, a great quantitie of Vater, 
andin the middle of the four there ſtands 
one of theſeGulias graven with /Egyptie 
an Hierog/yphicks, brought from t gype 
by the Antient Kowans, They ule to. 
R ſtop 
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frop the way-goe of the Water, {6tne-

The Popes Palace of Monte Cavallo, 
and the Gardens thereof. 4.iThe Villa's : 
as firſt that of Borgheſe, which is with- 
out thewalls : there is a particularBook 
to be fold by the Houſe keeper, that 
ſufficiently deſcrrves it and alljthe beau- 
ties of it, to which I Refer you. 2h.

The Hoſpitallsz Parti- 
cularly that of St. Spirits, which is 'a 
woft magnificent Structure, and well ap- 
pointed in all things. They will ſkow you 
amongft other remarkable things, the 
Place where the Children of ſuch a Big- 
neſs are permitted to be put in, - without 
any further inquirie made after them, 
or who brought them. By this means 
the- Life of many a Child hath 
ben ſaved, ' which otherways would 
have been taken away to prevent the difſ- 
grace of the Parents.”

He had a very Curious Colledion of ma- 
ny Naturall Things, and was about to 
have Publiſhed a Large Book in ÞFol:o, 
wherein he had deſigned aNatural Hiſto- 
ry, with a great many cutts, which he 
ſhowed me. If the Book be Publiſhed, 
I ſhould be very glad to ſee It ; if he be 
alive, it will be worth your while to. pro- 
cure his acquaintance. He hath alſo a 
Garden well ftored with Plants at St.

8/z. The Capitol ; the middle of the 
Place before it, is the Statue of the Em- 
perour Marcus Aurelius, a Horſe-back in 
Braſs; It was brought thither from the 
place 
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Place before Sen448 de Leverey, and s 
thought one of the beſt Modells in the 
World. At the Topof theStaires, a3 you 
enter into the place are twoHorſes,one on 
&very fide held by a Slave th Marble. 
They were brought thither from the 
Raines of Poxpey's Theatre. Thereis 
alfoin the fame Place two Trophies of 
Marins ; there 18 alto Colnme milliaris, 
with « Braſs-ball on the Top of it ;there 
bſed to be ſuch a one at every miles end, 
upen the commonRoads; & trom thence 
came their Faſhion of counting. the miles 
per Lapides, as primo ab arbe Lapide 
was a mile from the Town &c.. The Ca- 
pitol, as it now is, conſiſtsof three Pala- 
ces all of Excellent ArchiteFure, and 
beautified, both within” and without 
with Painting, Statues, and other Mo. 
numents of antiquiti6z the particular 
Relation whereof I referr ro the Books 
that are written thereof, and particu- 
larly to one called Rome antics & Mo- 
derne, & to the particular demonftration 
of the Artiquario, tor I find it will be 
utterly impoflible to diſcourle of every

"J he reſt. of the Monuments, and reſts 
or rather ruins of Anriquitie, I ſhall paſs 
over, and only name a few of them. as 
for example, firſt, the Walls of the City, 
which, were built by Bell;ſarizs Captain 
of.the Guards to Ju/13iar the Emperour, 
The breaches have been repaired by ſeve- 
rall Popes. The Ports for the moft part are 
the ſame they were anciently, only the 
Porte del populo was made a great .deal 
more ſtately, -at-the firſt Entrie of Chri.

Mola, is one of the moſt pleaſant 
placesin rhe World ;. being cloſe upon 
the Sel fide, and but a little way from 
Gaieta, to which you may go either by 
Sea or Land. It is likeways hard by 
tne ruins of the Ancient City Formige, 
where Cicero had his Villas Formiene. 
The place abounds with many plants, 
and great Varictie of the choileft Fruits;

If ye pleaſe to go to Gaiete, it is worth 
the while: It ſtandsat the extremity af 
of a Promontory or Tongue of Land 
that runs out into the Sea, from the 
main-Land about three miles, and by 
thar means becomes peninſule, and for- 
meth on the fide towards Rowe, betwixt 
it and Terracina, that Sins Gaitenns, 4- 
bout twelve miles in length.

Others artificialt: ſome 
of L:4cher, as Purſes, Letter-caes, cups, 
and a great many things of that kind,

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Having well viewed and conſidered 
the City and all things in it.. It will be 
neceflary to ſee thoſe things that are con- 
ſiderable about it.

out the Sea, they do find ſometimes 
ſeverall Precious Stones, ſome cutt, ſome 
uncutt z and if you be Curious to en- 
quire you will find People that make a 
Trade to fell {uch things amongſt cther 
Anticails. .I remember there came ſeve- 
rall of theſe Perſons to our Lodging- 
Houſe, with Medals, Jntaglio's, Licerne 
Antiche &c. But I found many of them 
to be cheats, and but moderne, brought 
thither from Naples and other Places, of 
purpole to cheat Strangers, who are or- 
dinarly more Curious than knowing of 
theſe things ; As for Medals, were they 
never ſo Ancient, they are little worth 
nnleſs they be well preſerved, and the 
Characters and impreſſions eafie to be 
diſcerned, And. for Intaglio's unleſs the 
Figure be goodgand well done, and the 
Stone entire and vnbroken , they are not

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worth much, The great Church now 
deCicated to St. Proclys was anciently 
dedicated to Offavianns Augnuitus. It is 

a. Sumptuous Fabrick of great ſquare 
Marble Stor:2s3 ſerving for the whole 
thickneſs of the Wall, with great and 
high Corinthian Pillar's, arid other Ex- 
ce)lent Ornaments of ArchiteQure. 
Here are alſo be ſeen many Ruins of great 
antiquitie, amongſt which she Gardens 
of Cirzro famous for his Academy, 
where he wrote his 2yeitiones Academi- 
ce. But this City, in diverſe ages has 
ſuffered ſo much by the tumults of Wars, 
aSalſo by the eruprions of fire andearths 
quakes, that it is wonderfull there ſhould 
yet remain any veſriges of Antiquitie. 
The Soil about it is moſt fertile and 
fruitfull, and nature produceth here 
many Plants of 1t's oun accord, which 
in other places are kept in Gardens, not 
without care: among others I remember 
to have ſeen the Ricinus or Palma Chriſt 
not only growing with but out-living 
that Winter, and cont uing freſh green 
and ſtrong inthe month of Meth Jnr 
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tho! it bean A#:ual Plant with us, that 
can hardly'be raiſed upon a horbed:

ly; they will keep in their perfe&ion 
above 20 Years: You may have them 
of ſevera]ll Sizes, bigger or leffer as 
you pleaſe. It 1s likeways famous for 
Safladges, which are the beſt cetain- 
ly in tke World: I have ſeen of them 
of 5 Crownes the Peece. 

There is good Herbariſing towards 
the Hills, it your leiſure can permit 
you 5 you may take a Guide along 
with you. Upon theſe Hills, you will 
likeways find that famons Store called 
Lapis phoſphorus Bononienſis,of which For- 
$unatus Lic.t .s hath written a particular 
Book. It 13 very hardand Flintie like, 
but more gliftering ; when it iscalcined 
48 hours in a reverberatory Fire & then 
ſet to cooll : It you expoſe it a little to 
the light and free Air, and on the ſud- 
den bring it to the dark, it ſhines for 4 
little while as if it were a Red burning 
Coale, but there is a kind of efloreſcence 
like Ruſt or gun _ that growes u-

I would have you 
to ſe: an Apothecarie, who is a great Y ir- 
tnoſo elpecialie in Plants. He 1s 
called Jacomo - TZanoni fpeciale da ſan 
Biaggio: cuffode de ſimplici in Bolog- 
2:ia; I believe he has Publiſhed ſomething 
of Plants by this time. for he ſhewed 
me a Number of Braſs cutts, which were 
allreadie Graven, and told me the inten- 
tion he had as ſoon as he could get the 
reft perfeed, to cauſe print them. If 
they may be had, I intreat you to pro- 
cure me one of them ; you will do well to 
ſee hisGarden, which is veryCurious. And 
the beſt way to ingage all ſuch Men as 
heis, 15 to haye allways a Parcell of uu 
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Seeds with you, and to give them ſome, 
by which means you will find them rea- 
die to give you whatever they can ſpare, 

in like manner. | 
I ſhall adviſe you to Viſit the Book- 
ſellers Shops, concerning which I muſt 
give you this generall advice, for find- 
ing out Botanick Books, that you take 
paines to look them all over your ſelt ;

It will not be a mils here, if you think 
fit, to-go by. Land: to Modene, Parma 
and Piatzena and returne by the River 
Po to Ferrara » But becauſe | had not the 
Fortune to ſee them my ſelf, I ſhall not 
fay any thing of. them, but returne to 
Ferrara, which is not above half a Days 
Journie, or thereabouts, from Bolognza. 

Ferrara,s fituated in a largePlain about 
half a mile diſtance from the Po. It be- 
longs to the Eccleſiaftick State, and is 
governed by the - Popes Legate. The 
Streets, Houſes and Places, are very 
handſome &: fine, as alſo theChurches & 
Religious Houles. In the Monaſterie of 
S. Bennet, you may lee the Sepulchre & 
Epitaph of the famous Poet Arieffo. It 
hath a verie ſftrongand well contrived 
Cittadale. 

From hence you go to Venice by Wa- 
ter, that is in an open Boat, by a Canale 
near to the ſide of the Po, where yeim- 
barkein a bigger Veſſel, which goes con- 
ftantly twice a Week to Verice. If the 
Wind be favourable, you will eafily ac- 
compliſh the Voyage 1n 10 or 12: houres 
time, 
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time, but if otherways, you may belonget 
and'therefore you will dowell to make 
Proviſion of Vidtuals, to take along with 
you.' * When you Arrive at Venice, it 
will be need({u1l- to Lodge in a conveni- 
ent Place of the Town, and for that 'end, 
you will do well to provide your ſelf of 
a Recommendation to the Engliſh Con- 
ful; from Rowe or from Bolognia, Giles 
Jones was Conſul in my time, and en- 
tertained Lodgers himſelf, he was a ve- 
ric honeſt Man, and did faithfullie ſend 
my things to Loder, according to the 
addreſs I gave him.

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paſturage and abundance of Wood ; but 
when you are got higher you. will find 
nothing butRocks,Shrubs.here&;there; 
there-'is a litle beck in .the face of the 
Hill, where there"ftands a few Houſes, or 
rather corbie neſts; a habitation which 
ſome People hafe choſen for. the bene- 
Gt they may make by Accommodating 
Strangers thar pals that way, for they 
are all Victualing-Houſes, ard (as I take 
it). a Smith or. two. - When you pals 
this ard contirue {ti1l to Mount, you 
will be about the middle Region of the 
Air, -and it's a bundred to one; bot you 
may ſee Clouds enough beneuth you, & 
it may be the Rain falling from them;

-place for ſtrength in all Savoye, & ſtand 
within 3 leaguesof Chamberrie, & with 
ingor6 of Granoble, which is a Parlia 
ment Town, and the Capital City 
Danfine; as Chamberrie is of Savoye. | 
the neceility of your occaſions and yor 
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you not to go ſtraight toLions, it will be 
very proper to ſee Grexoble, Anciently 
called Gratianopolis from the Emperour 
Gretian : not that he was the firſt Foun- 
der of it, -but becauſe he enlarged it 
much, and beautified it. It lyes in a plain 
at the foot of the Hill Che/-rot, and hath 
the River [ſere on the one ſide, & Drac, 
JS which is an impettious torrent on the o- 
ther.

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upon; The Reaſon they pive for chooſl- 
ing this place is, becauſe &. Bruno, the 
firft I-fitxter of their Order, did pen- 
rance here: It ftands very neartheMourt 
Chelmount, being three Miſes diſtant from 
Grayoble by a continual aſcent. Theſe 
three leagves will take you eight or nine 
good Hours riding, for in many places it 
1s not ſafe to ride, 'and you maſt be for- 
ced to walk a foot, About the mid-way 
there ſtands a litthe inconſiderable Vil- 
lage of 4 or 5 Houſes, where it wil be 
fit to repole a fittle z you wil get Bread 
ard' Wine, and it's fourtie to one but 
You may meet with ſom=- good peece of 
Sanglier. which abounds upon the Hill;

They have: good ſtore of Hay, 
and have made ſeveraltCloſesnear tothe 
Monaſtetie, (whick ftands: on that. fide 
of the Hilt that hangs to the Southweſk, 
and conſequently has moſt: of the:Suts 
fr making of +{av,) having telled down- 
all the Won-d: that. grew; upon them. 
When rou Arrive at the Monafterie, you 
alight frem your Hories and then the Por- 
ter defires you to ſtay untill he call the 
Pretect, who preſently —— 
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himſelf of your Names, Qualities, Caun- 
try, and the Occaſton of your coming 
(for moſt part come out of Devotion, and 
they be but few Strangers that ceme tor 
Curiofitie, but however all are welcome,) 
which beingdone he craves you Patience 
to acquaint the General, but he very 
ſoon returnes to condutt yau to your a- 
partement, only you muft leave your 
Swords and Piſtols with the Porter at the 
Gate.

Maft. Our Beds for the moſt part were 
at the ſides of the Roem within the Wal, 
all boorded about like a Ships Cabbin ;

at pleaſure. Upon our firſt Arrival into 
this Room, we were preſented with a 
Collation of very good Wine, Bread,
